AN EMERGENCY MEASURE. 


CITIZEN GUARDS CALLED FOR, 
The Home Office last night issued the following 
appeal to all citizens :— 

In the opinion of His Majesty’s Govern- 
‘ment, the circumstances of the present crisis 
are such that special measures should bs 
taken to secure the liberty of all peaceable 
citizens, and to protect them in pursuit of 
their ordinary work and of special work 
undertaken to maintain tle supply of food 
and, other necessaries of the community. 

The number of the regular police forces 
and of existing small forces of special con- 
stabulary are insufficient for this purpose. 
The Government, therefore, invite all Lords 
Lieutenant, Lord Mayors, Mayors, Chairmen 
of County Councils, Chairmen of Standing 
Joint Committees, and Watch Committees, 
and Chief Constables, Town Glerks, and 
other local officers to take steps for the for-. 
mation in all counties, cities, and boroughs 
of Citizen Guards, to undertake to act in 
co-operation with the police in the duty: of 
protection and maintenance of order. 

They request that in each county, city, 
and borough the officers named should forth- 
with form a committee for the organisation 
and recruitment of such a Citizen Guard. 

If the food and the existence of the nation 
are to be safeguarded in face of the menace 
by which they are confronted to-day, it is 
essential that all citizens who are willing 
to contribute labour should be allowed to do 

' 80 without interference or apprehension. 

The Government, therefore, appeals -to all 
well-affected men to come forward, in order 
that they must assist to preserve and guar-

DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO WRECK 
TRAIN. - 


Information issued yesterday shows that on 
the arrival of the 940 a.m. train from Bristol 
yesterday at Swindon the driver reported that 
he had run over an obstruction near Swindon, 
and noticed a spanner lying across the down 
rails at a point Nalf-a-mile from Swindon Great 
Western Station. Investigation revealed that a 
very determined at'empt had been made to 
wreck the train. Apparently a “Jim Crow ” 
had been fixed to the rail, and a piece of bull- 
headed rail, 17 feet long, together with a large 
piece of timber, was.placed across the rails. 
The “Jim Crow” was broken by the wheels of 
the engine, and two chairs on the main line 
rail were broken. Upon the down line a 
piece of rail, 15 feet long, and & large piece of 
timber, together with a spanner, were also 
found across the rails. The piece of timber was 
struck by the train, and carried some seven 
hundred yards.

To deprive 
Ulster in 1919 of what she was in possession ol 
in 1914 would be a policy steeped in dishonour 
and. fraught with disaster, a policy which the 
people of Ulster were far better entitled now 
to resist then in 1914. They had proved that 
Ulster was the one part of Ireland that England 
wae able to trust, and the one part of Ireland 
that was entitled to cwnsideration from His 
Majesty's Ministers and the Government of the 
Exnpire.

THE ORANGE INSTITUTION. 
Im a subsequent speech, Sir Edward Carson

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IRISH DAIRY CATTLE BREEDERS’ VIEWS. 
Mr. E. W. Hall, Secretary of tha Irish Dairy, 
Cattle Breeders’ Association, writes with refe- 
rence to the decline in the production of milk, 
and refers to the evidence given before the De. 
partrnental Committee on the decline of. Lrish 
dairying by Mr. Drew, Vice-Treasurer of the 
Rural Milk Producers’ Association, who gave 
as a reason for this decline the stopping of the 
export from Ireland of mileh cows an™® calved 
heifers. In this connection, Mr. Hall points 
out that since the formation of his Association 
they have, by three deputations at various 
times, urged these facts upon the Department, 
and asked for some guarantee of open ports, 
at least for calved heifers and 50 per cent. milch 
cows. “No security)” says Mr. Hall, “has yet 
been given, and our members hare held quietly 
on, with the result that 1917-18 showed a de- 
crease in Ireland of almost 55,000 milch cows, 
which included about 30,0 heifers. . The 
figures for 1919 are not yet available, but muse 
show a still greater decline.” Mr, Hall states 
that there are no grounds upon which to refuse 
the sceurity asked for, seeing that at a recent 
market in Dublin there were 150 milch céwe un- 
sold, besides a large number on the various 
stands, The members of thd [rish Dairy i cows 
Breeders’ Association yow distinctly state that 
until the security asked for is given no large 
scale ‘a breeding ‘will be taken up by nen.
